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The Kansas Liquor Law. 

Tha followiiig is a synopsis of tho 
Liquor law of Kausna : ' 

In the first place, the mimxifacture, 
Bale or barter, either directly or indi- 
rectly, of intoxicating licjuors for tho 
ptuposo of .beverage, is ])roliibitod, and 
the person iioing so is giulty of a misdo- 
meanor, and shall bo punished tor tho 
first ofienso not less than §100, nor 
more than $500, and bo imprisoned in 
the county jail not loss than thirty nor 
more than forty days ; for tho second 
ofienso the fine mid imprisonnaout shall 
be increa.sed. 

Section 7 makes it liable to punish- 
ment of ft person giving intoxicating 
liquor to a neighbor or farmer or any 
person, except a member of hi.s family, 
to cure a bite of a rattleaniiko, ivithout ii 
proscription in wiituig. Tho lav,- pro- 
vides that a druggist can procure a per- 
mit to sell for meiUcal, sciontitic and 
mechanical pm-posos only, from tho Pro- 
bate Judge, on - the filing of a specific 
bond. Before a drngglat oaii sell for 
these purposes he must have presenteil 
to him a prescription signed by a physi- 
cian who, before ho makes it, must 
swear that he will, give no such pre- 
scription unless in ca.se of actual 
sickness, and when it is nocessaiy 
for health. Any physician who makes 
anish a prescription without taking the 
prescribed oath is guilty of a mi.sde- 
meauur and piiuishablo by a heavy flue, 
Bud on tho seeond ofi'ense shall bo im- 
prisoned in tho county jail. Every per- 
Bon who wants liquor for mechanical or 
scientific pui-poscs can buy it of any 
druggist who has a permit by making a 
written or printed application setting 
forth the purposes for which it was in- 
tended, ■ Everif jieTson who makes a 
false statemenVi in this connection is 
guilty of and can bo punisbad as for 
any other perjury. No arAe can be 
made to a minor, even on the prescrij)- 
tion of' & physician. Ail proscriptions 
have to be filed and an enti-y made of 
them in a bcxik, wliich is open to the in- 
T'3pectiuu of the Coimty Auditor at any 
fame. It, in eflect, prohibits the sale of 
cologne or perfumery of an^r kind, or 
any tincture in wliich alcohol is used in 
any preparation whatever. A person 
can't go to a drug store and purchaso 
camphor and have it cut by alcohol, 
without first getting a prescription from 
B physician' that it is absolutely ueces- 
sary for the health of the person getting 
It. The manufacturing i.if alcohol is 
forbidden except fur medical, sci- 
entific and mecnanical i)in-i)oses, and 
when made can only be sold to persons 
having permits to sell, and nuinntactur- 
oxa cannot make alcohol, etc., without 
first getting a permit from the Prol)ate 
Judge, Wine and cider can bo manu- 
factured but cannot be sold except to 
those who have permits. It is the duty 
of the County Attorneys, Marshals, 
Bherifi's, etc., under penalty of forfeit- 
ure of oflice, to prosecute all violators 
of the act. For each successful prose- 
cution the County Attorney is to have a 
fee oi. $15. All places where licpior is 
manufactured, sold, bartered or giveu 
away are declared common nuisances 
and can be shut up or abolished by the 
proper oflicers. It is made niisdeinean- 
ors for clubs or a.ssociatii ins if liquor is 
kept by its lueiiibera. Any person who 
becomes intoxicated nliuil be lined S-j or 
imprisoned ten days. Under the law 
there is no provision tor ijurehk.iing 
wine for sacramental purposes. If 
bought outside the State and used for 
that purpose, the minister using it is 
liable to the same iionalty tliut others 
are for using it, as one jjiovision of the 
bill makes a gift equally i-iiminal as the 
selling of it.

Au Astronomer's Opinion. 

Tho eel ' rated English astronomer, 
Richard A. Proctor, boa been giving an 
opinion wh'cli, if bo-sed on coirect con- 
clusions, is a Btju-tliiig one in reference 
to the comet of IHtlO. In his view, trou- 
ble of a serious character to our earth 
impends. It is allogetl that the comet's 
return has been reduced from 175 to 
thirty-seven years, and that it will ap- 
pear again in about seventeen years, 
with improbability of being absorbed by 
the sun. It Ls intimated thit Sir Isnaa 
Newton entertained tho same opinion, 
and preffloted fattcre tijouble from this 
source. As the comet nears the sun its 
velocity is increased. Its present veloc- 
ity is estinuited at 800 miles a second, 
and it is thought the danger lies, "not 
from absorption of so much matter as 
may exist in that <'omet's head and nu- 
cleus, but from tho conversion of tlie 
monuiiitum of the swiftly revolving mass 
of the comet into heat, tho thermal 
equivalent of its mechanical enorgy." 

Mr, l\octor says : " I have for my 
own ))art been long of opinion that tho 
periodical inerea.se of such stars as Mu'i. 
(the wonderful star) in the Whale, and 
l:'.tu ot the ship -Argo, is due to tho mo 
tion of sciiae large comet followed by u 
nieteonc tn.in about these two stars. If 
ever the day is to oomo when the heavens 
siiall dis-solva with fervent heat, the 
oause of tho catastrophe will be tlie 
downfall of soino {^reat comet on the 
sun." He 

the comet ri lri ii-d lo will certainly bo 
absorbed hy the suu, and claims that, 
" us it.s period in diminishing rapidly," 
it may fall into the suu "at an early 
date," with tlie alarming imiuediato re- 
sult tliat "all tho higher forma of life at 
l,;iust, both animal and vegetable, will be 
(lestroyod ofl' the surface of the earth. 
.\nd, though iu a few days the sun 
might resume his ordinary luster, and 
no longer glow wiUi abnormal heat, ho 
woulil pour his rays on a family of 
worlds in which not one of the higher 
forms of either vegetable or animal life 
would remain in existence," It remains 
tor some otlier astronomers of equal, 
ability to confirm or dispute tho theories 
of Mr. Proctor. He may be more sci- 
entific, though no more reliable, tliau 
the bogus "Mother Shiptou," whoso 
world-renowned prognostication,

Traveling and Drinking. 

Wiiat constitutes a bona-fido traveler 
on Sunday is a question that now a days 
is vexing the English coiu-ts not a little, 
and the more that the English Judges 
try to settle it definitely the more hope- 
lessly indofinito does it become. Li a 
spasm of moral reotitule an act of Par- 
liament was passed compelling tho pub- 
licans to shut up their houses on Sun- 
days, thus for the good of publio morals 
forcing all toss-pots, for one day in the 
week, at least, to go atlurst. But some 
kindly sold, doubtless himself a well- 
soaked, merry creature, clapped ujion 
this just but severe law an easing rider 
that excepted "traveler."" from its opor- 
otion. Arid ao he who would tipple on 
Simday and yet not break the laws of 
the land is forced to travel to do it, and 
the point that the courts are wrangling 
over is how much traveling a uiau must 
do iu order to justify his indulgence in 
a Sunday drunk. The jiosit on assumed 
by the topers reduces traveling to a min- 
imum. I'hey hold, with the late Pre- 
bendary of York — who certaiulj- is the 
highest authority as to what constitutes 
a traveler — that to go " even to the end 
of the street " is a jonrney within the 
moaning of the act, and that compas.nng 
this modest distance entitles them to all 
the rights and privileges granted under 
the exempting clause. But this is not 
by any means the view of the matter 
taken by the courts. Indeed, so harsh- 
ly hydropatliic is the legal conception of 
Sunday traveling, that 'twould appear 
inhuman but for the proverbial iiistiuet- 
ivo tendency of tho bench to a severe 
sobriety. Now all this confusion iu re- 
gard to giitting drunk ou Sunilav is just 
like the English — is un admirable eieui- 
pLiflcatioa of the national tendency to 
litigation and red tape. Here m (Uir 
own fair, free land we nave a better and 
a simpler method of dealing with the 
matter. The sternest moralist cannot 
find fault with our laws, which in em- 
phatic terms fortud tho sale on Sundays 
of intoxicating drinks to anybody at all; 
and yet bo perfectly is the right of tho 
individual protected by our glorious in- 
stitutions that there is nothing whatever 
to prevent any American citizen so dis- 
posed from sailing in every Sunday 
morning, iu tho moot open and above- 
board manner, and deliberately getting 
just as drunk aa a wheelbarrow.

Such is tbe cotomencement of an ad- 
vertisoment that appears in the Nanai- 
nio Free Pre^s. This tremendous stroke 
of senseless slang is perpetrated, not by 
thp keeper of a Cheap John Auction 
room, the proprietor of 8 Chinese 
laundry; the owner of a 2 bit hagh 
house; or the eager shopman of a 
pawnbroker. It is a solemn, sober and 
deliberate omanation from the treasury 
of this province. It is addressed 
neither to dogs, Indiaus, slaves nor 
Chinamen; but to freemen at Nanaiuio 
who are liable under the Act to pay 
provincial taxes. "I say, and don't 
you forget it." Just fancy the Finance 
Minister of this province bawling 
thrqugU^the columns of a nev/r^pajjer to 
taxpapers, "I say and don't you t'oi-got 
it." Forget v.-hat ( To go to dinneri to 
take a bath 1 to play a game of lawa- 
tennis 1 Ohl, no.. Nothing of the kind. 
It is a nevr method the treasury has 
adopted of reminding taxpayws that 
their taxes are due, and that if not paid 
(wequoto agfiin from the advertisement) 
"during the i;leasant month of Juno" 
"with tho increase in the lieat there is 
a corresponding increase in the rate of 
ta.xes," The public are further inform- 
ed that "a jump (!) of LTi degrees takes 
place between 4 p.m. Juno 30t,li and 
10 a. ni. July 1st." The concluding 
line of tbe oUicial ad veriiseineut is al- 
most as vulgar as thfl hrst line, since 
the public are told that it is "Strange, 
but nevertheless true," that if ihey fail 
to pay tliuir taxes by the 30th of J uno 
thpy will be mulcttidin 25 per cent, ad 
ditional by way of a | enalty for de- 
liiiquencv. Lest wo should bo accused 
of garbling, hnre is the adveriiseuient 
as it appears in the Frte Press: 

" I say, and don't you fi>rget it, that 
unless ycju p.ty yuur provinciul taxes dur- 
ing tho ple.isant month ul June, in tlio 
w.inn days nf July ynu will find that with 
the increaso in the heat thore is a corres- 
ponding increase in tho rata of taxes. A 
junip iif 26 dogrct'8 takes place between -1 
p. m. June 30fh and 10 a m. July Ist. 
Strange but nevertheless true. * 

Is it act A gitiilltiiuHuly, dignified, 
hightoned and cestheiic effusion 1 " 1 
say, niid don't you Forget it I " Indeed, 
there is liiile fear of tliecountry everfor 
petriiii; "it," or the Finance iMinister 
c t ler.

TWO MMTHODS. 



On Saturday last a French barque 
arrived atPurtTownsend w it h small po.x- 
on board. Did tho authorities become 
panic-stricken and refuse permission to 
any one to leavH the vessel until three 
weeks had elnp.sed from the date of the 
convalescence of the last sick person ? 
Did they telegraph to Washington, 
biro nurses and watchmen and provide 
comforts, all at the exp.nise of tlio sliip 
or its owners 1 No. They went quiet- 
ly, methodically and sensibly to work : 
they landed tlie patients, housed them 
in buildings that wpre long ago provid- 
ed for such emergencies by the U. S. 
government,' employed nurses, watch 
men, doctors, and purchased bedding 
and medicines. Then they fumigated 
the vessel and its people and the next 
day sent her on to tho port of destina- 
tion to take in a cargo of lumber. This 
is precisely the course that should have 
been adopted here with iTBpect to the 
Henry Buck, the barque which has 
been detained some si.^ weeks in port, 
and the owners of which were compell- 
ed to furnish food, bedding, nurses, 
medicine, watchmen, etc. In spite of 
the bitter experience of the steamer 
Prince Alfred in 1872, there does not 
exist a single appliance to meet the 
emergency cau?;:d by tbe arrival of an 
infected vessel at this port. Why are 
we so far behind our American neigh- 
bors in sanitary matters? And why 
are the owners of ships forced to defray 
the cost of keeping a load of passengers 
as well as to pay for the treatment and 
guarding of the sick persons? Sick 
ne.ss is not a crime ; and yet the Henry 
Buck's owners have been treated as 
criminals and ijractically fined for 
bringing a case of small pox from China ! 
We s ould not be surpirised to hear of 
some diplomatic correspondence on this 
subject.

Archer was again the riiler of Iroquois. 

A correspondent at Ascot telegraphs 
that tlie appearance of the course is 
much more brilliant than last week 
when the court being in mourning com- 
pelled ladies to ns.-iunie sombre hues. 
The royal lawn to day was a perf<'ct 
kalediscopo of beautiful colors. The 
whole length of the. rails of tho grand 
Btand was occupied by a line of drags 
crowded with fair occupants. A few 
minutes before the race the royal 
|u-ocession came in sigbt hi'aded liy 
eight huntsmen aiul yeonipn prickers of 
the Royal Hunt in scarlet and gold, 
preceded by the Earl of Cork on horse- 
back in the uniform of Her MHje.sty's 
ljuckhounds, carrying tho silver horn of 
office. The tirst carriage containnd the 
Prince and Princess of Wales; the se- 
cond, Priuces.s Clinstian mid th*- l)ukp 
of Connaught; tlic tlurd ihe Duchess of 
Cimnaught, the Uuke of t'ain bnti i;e and 
Priace:s.i Tecl;; tbefoiirtii, I'i-iiilc Chi'is- 
lian and Princess Tt'ck; tln' lifih, Laily 
Lonsdale and Lord Cloniiiel. Tliei oyal 
visitors were received with the greatest 
enlliusiasni, anil when thi'y .seiili.'ii 
down in their places ihe business nf the 
day commenced. Archer rode the win- 
ning horse in the. Triiil Stakes R toe, 
and when the Maiden Plate aiul Licid 
Vase were disposed of there was an in 
terval of an hour before the Prince of 
Wales Stakes. The liorscs were par- 
aded in the uaddock. Thei-o was a great 
rush and inquiry after I I'iquoi.-^. The 
po[)ulary"!()'ort' seemed entirely wiili the 
Americans, ono gentleman remarking, 
'• I shall back the Americans. Their 
luck is dead at present." When Iro- 
quois appeared he was fairly mobbed. 
The crowd followed him around and 
around. The general opinion wa.s that 
he had greatly improved sinci^ the 
Derby. The stewards under the presi- 
dency of the Earl of Cork and Orrery 
have done much to increase tho attrac- 
tions of the meetings and expended 
about i 15,000 in the alterations and 
improvements, leaving hut little in the 
way of comfort to he ilesired. Tbe 
amount adtlcii to-day to the various 
stakes is about .1' 1 100. Iroquois would 
have met Peregrine to day in tho Prince 
of Wales Stakes, but the latter horse 
was scratched last night. It is consi- 
dered certain that Iroquois will carry 
off one of the more valuable prizes to 
the credit of the Americans before the 
end of the week, while it is the uiiani- 
mousopinion that Wallenstein, carrying 
12 pounds, is the pick of the handicaii.

: duty iia a minister in burying tho dead. 

Considoiable excitement was raised among 
, the Indiana as they all belonged to Mr. 

Sliutt's village with one exception; and 
' to them it seemed singular that so many 
I should be summoned at one time. From 
I the evidence it appeared that tho Indians 
took the body of a doad relative and friend 
; to Kincoleth on tho Sunday, and leaving 
I it in tho canoe went and asked Mr. S. to 
I bury it. This ho proposed to do upon 
I condition that they would return from tho 
' grave and wait for the evening service at 
[ Kincoleth. Not having any food with 
tliem thoy declined doing so. They were 
then requested to take the body ashore, 
and deposit it in tho church, the clergy- 
man stating that ho would bury it on the 
Monday, As thoy wanted it buried at 
once they were told that they must bury 
it themselves for ho would not go with 
them. They then proceeded to tho grave, 
yard; one read a chapter in the Bible, an- 
- other oti'ered up ;i prayer and all returned 

On the following day 
thoy were summoned and six ordered to 
pay a fine of §12.50 each and tho other 
four 82.

Mrs. Robert Carter, sister of .Mi.i. 
Carter of this city, had a thrilling experi- 
ence when the excursion steamer Victoria 
sank near London, Ont., on the 24th ult. 
She and her son were on the upjier dec I;, 
tho latter having shortly after the boat 
left the duel; given up his M'at h)- his 
mother's side to a lady, and gone to the 
othor side of tho boat. Mr.s. Carter wa.s 
sitting on tho south side, near tho bead of 
tho stairs, and crowds were standing all 
round hor. Tho oCBcers of the boat kept 
telling tho passongora to go from 0110 side' 
to tho other. Mrs. Carter kept hor seat 
until young Waatie came along and said, 
"Vou had better go to the other side, for 
this is the weakest." Ho then turned to- 
wards the stairway and went down. Mrs. 
Carter, thinking that pickpockets might 
take advantage of the crush, arose, gra.sp- 
ed hor pockotbook, and beckoned to her | 
son. The latter had advanced a couple of I 
stops when the crash came. Slio caught j 
her ai 111 around one of tho uprig'.its sii[)- 
porting the roof, and whon tho boat went | 
over, b)' some moans or other alie grasped , 
lior sou's hand. It appeared to hor that [ 
tlie boat gave way in tho centro and timt [ 
those on tho upper dock went down into ! 
tho hole. So sudden was the crush, sho ' 
says, that tho.se sittiiiL' emild never have 
got up. Hor mouth tilled once when under 
wator, but, having hor arm around a por- ; 
tion (if the wreck, slu.' wasable afterwards 
to keep her head above water and draw j 
hor son to tho Burfauo. The latter then 
caught hold of a piece of the wreck and 1 
hold his mother by the hand. .\ man ; 
near by caught hold of Mrs. Carter by the 
wrist, and afterwards by the throat, the 
lady still liavini; traces of the death grips. 
Notwithst.-iudiijg thi-i, .slio u.sed every en- 
deavor to save the drowning man, before ' 
she herself was out of danger. She 1 
gr.aspe.l for liia hair, but, owing to either 
to tlu: latter having boon clusoly cut, or 
the head being bald, sho was unable to 
Have the man, and he perished.

Mr. W. H. Smith.— I wish to .isk tho 

secretary of tho admiralty if the attention 
of the admiralty has been called to a .state- 
ment in the Dailii .Vcics of Saturday last 
to the cQect that information received 
from tho Pacifi - station had come to tlie 
knowdedgo of the (lovernmunt that Fen- 
ians were likely to blow up the men-of 
war on that station, and that precautions 
wore taken shortly before tho disaster to 
tho Doterel; whether it is in tho iiower 
of the hon. gentleman to givo any inform- 
ation to the House on the subject; and 
whether there ia any connection between 
this information and the destruction of tho 
Dotorel ? 

Jlr. Trevelyan. — Information early in 

la.st winter reached the .\dniiralty from 
abroad, which tlioir lordships thought it 
right to communicate to certain of tho 
foreign stations. \t the end of the letter 
in each caae the following paragraph oc- 
curred:— "iVIy lords do not wish to attach 
undue ii/iportance to the information in 
question; but thoy desire to notify it to 
yeu with tho view of .such precautions be- 
ing taken to secure tho safety of Her Ma- 
jesty's ships and vessels under your com- 
mand as you may deem to be necessary. " 
One of those stations was the Pacific to 
which tho Doterel hekmged; and tho Ad- 
miralty do not attach iinportaiico to what, 
with their present knowledge, they are 
inclined to regard as nothing moro than a 
coincidence. I may say that tho ( iarnet 
sailed fur .Sandy I'oint on tho 0th from 
Montevideo; and on the 4th tlio sloop 
Penguin, with a coninlcto equipmont of 
divers and diving apparatus from Coquini- 
1)0. Tho Ciarnot iiinst be before this at Sandy 
Point tiiid tho I'eiignin should be there m 
a day or two, so that wu may liojie that 
the affair will sa(ni be cleared up beyond 
the point of theory and conjecture. Tho 
Britannia, bringing the survivors, is ex- 
pected at LivoriJool on tho 31st, whero 
preparations have been made for their ro- 
coption; and Commander Evans has been 
ordered to proceed at once to tho Adiuir- 
alty while tho others go on to Portsmouth. 
(Choers.)
